(iii) the office has not determined whether to approve the direct service
worker described in Subsection (2)(b)(ii) to have dir ect access and provide services
to children or vulnerable adults.

(3) For purposes of Subsection (2), the office shall conduct a background check of a
direct service worker:

(@ . except asprovided in Subsection (2)(b), before public funds are disbursed
to pay the direct service worker for the personal
services described in Subsection (2); and
